In 
answering a question regarding the new 
Baskln McGregor Law, Judge Pollard de- 
class that the law will require tbat a pa- 
loou man must have resided in a county 
at least two yeara before he can t&ko out a 
saloon license. Since the wave of local 
option spread over North Texas the saloon 
men hare emigrated to other countloi 
and started anew in the business. In 
hundreds of cages, therefore, they will 
not have been residing In their present 
locations foi the requieite tvto yeara, 
and, aooordng to Judge Pollard, their li- 
censes are Invalid unless seonred In ac- 
cordance with thin clause of the new 
statute.

THE BURGESS 


NOT SUSTAINED 


The Police Committee and Coundl Fail 


to Get Evidence to Support Chaages 


Made Against the Chief of Police. 


At the regular monthly meeting at 


the Bristol Borough Council hold on 
Monday eevuing all 
the 
members 


were present with the exception of 
Messrs. Magea and Sweeney, of the 
Fourth Ward. The lobby was crowd- 
ed with spectatois who evidently an- 
ticipated there would be "something 
doing" when the Police Committee 
made Its report o( the investigation 
of the charges preferred by Burgess 
Highland against the conduct ot Chief 
of Police Saxton. 
In this presump- 


tion the audience was disappointed as 
the report of the committee and the 
lengthy opinion of the Borough At- 
torneys was read and acted 
upon 


without commenl, excepting a 
mild 


protest filed by Mr. Anderson of the 
Fifth Wurd. 


The Police committee's leport which 


is herewith printed In full states that 
the charges by the Burgess were not 
sustained by the evidence of his wit- 
nesses. 


CHARGES NOT SUSTAINED. 


The Police Committee made the fol- 


lowing report. 


We, your Police Committee, having 


Investigated the charges preferred by 
William K Highland, Chief Burgess, 
against Charles Saxton, Chief of Po- 
lice of the Borough, as to his conduct 
on the night of August 4, 1907, beg 
leave to report as follows:

Your committee will talto up and 


consider the charges in the manner 
and order that they were preferred 
by the Chief Burgess 


1st 
That the Chief of Police was 


untidy In his dress and appearance, 


In t elation to this charge the evi- 


dence showed that the Chief of Po 
lice was In bed when the disturbance 
occurred and that he hastily dressed, 
and went to the town house. 
The 


only disarrangement of clothing ap- 
peared to be that he had no collar 
or necktie on, and one of his shoes 
was unlaced, and we believe that one 
witness said that his shirt was not 
buttoned at the top. The evidence on 
this point whs conflicting, some 
of 


the witnesses testifying that his coat 
was unbuttoned, but be tills as it may, 
In our judgment, under the circum- 
stances, we do not consider the dress 
or apparel of the chief as unseemly, 
even If it was not complete in every 
detail as he had retired for the night, 
and in his anxiety to get on the scene 
of action it is not to be expected that 
he would devote much time to his 
dress, and the evidence showed that 
he \\as fully dressed with the excep- 
tions we have noted, therefore your 
committee finds that the evidence does 
not sustain the charge. 


2nd 
That the Qhief of Police is- 


sued an order to arrest every man 
with a stiaw hat. 


The chief In his testimony claim- 


ed that he said to his subordinate: 
"If you arrest every stranger wear- 
ing a straw hat you will make no mis- 
take " While there is a doubt as to 
the exact nature of the language used 
the order was too sweeping in its 
character and uncalled for. 


3rd. 
That the chief arrested two 


men with these words: "You look like 
two of them," and with a great show 
of violence he hauled them Into the 
station house 


We find that there was no unnec- 


essary violence used, and that the 
chief was justified in ai resting them 


report of the committee, In tne light 
of the law as laid down in the opinion 
of tho Borough Solicitors that tho 
burgess exceeded his authority and 
was perhaps over hasty In preferring 
charges which were not sustained by 
the evidence submitted, yet. Inasmuch 
as the Chief of Police Is charged with 
the maintenance of the public peace 
and the committee has found he was 
over excited and Indiscreet In the 
performance of his 
duties, 
council 


recommends that the Police Commit- 
tee caution the Chief of Police to be 
more conservative and cautious in the 
future In the performance of his du- 
ties." The motion was seconded by 
Mr. Strnuser 
Mr. Anderson stated 


when the question was put, that it 
was almost Impossible for him to be- 
lievo that the Burgess could 
nave 


been at fault In each particular of 
his charges and not be justified in 
a single Instance.

ervous and sick at 9 o'clock, that 
e had gone off duty, and substituted 
n his place Officer Musnuff, and there- 
fore he had authority to do so and 
this charge was not sustained. 


The Chief of Police appeared from 


the evidence to have been much ex- 
cited ou the night of the disturbance, 
he went off duty sick, ana this, In 
our opinion accounts for his excited 
condition and hla oveigealousness In 
the discharge of his duties.

That your committee annex to this 


report the opinion of the Borough So- 
licitors, upon the relations 
of the 


Chief Burgess to the Borough govern- 
ment. 
The duties of the office of 


Burgess and especially his relations 
to the police department, and ask to 
have the same considered as a part 
of their report.

BRISTOLIAN ARRESTED 


FOR BURLINGTON MURDER 
Charged with being oonoerned in the 


murder of G. S. Jeitersoo, tha grocer, of 
Bnrlington, N. J., Tony Allegretto, of 
Bristol, and Elmer P. Asay and Frank 
Williams, of Burlington, were arrested 
Wednesday afternoon and taken to the 
Mi. Holly Jail. 


Tbe mest damaging evidence against 


the men is a piece of rope found at their 
rendezvous. 
It ia exactly like that found 


around Jefferson's neck the night he wai 
murdered. The arrests were oondnoted 
with the greatest secrecy, tbe authoritlea 
fearing that a demonstration would be 
made against the suspects 
They were 


arrested one at a time during the day, 
but it was not until 8 30 Wednesday night 
I bat warrants were issued for them be- 
foie Magistrate Charles Smith. 


The prisoners rare given a hearing im- 


mediately, and at once narfreJ to tbe 
countr jail, at Mt.Hollr. 


Sheriff Nororoas, who was present at 


tho hearing, 
urged that every possible 


precaution be taken, and arranged for 
a trolley car to stop in front of the City 
Hall, and the prisoners, handcuffed and 
In charge of Detectives Shinn, Parker, 
Fleetwood and Oonstanle McCormiok, 
wete hurried aboard. 


The three men were Inoffn to have 


been drunk for three weeks before the 
mnrder and imc! been fean following tho 
aged grnoeryman a number of times. 
One night tbe trio, afraid that they would 
miss him, followed Jefferson into a pic- 
ture show and waited until he came ont 
and followed him nearly home. 


After the men were arrester! Detective 


Shinn made a thorough search of t-he old 
blacksmith shop on tbe corner of Mill 
road and South High street, which had 
been rased by the men as headquarters. 
Bidden away in a corner he discovered 
the rope that may send 
them to the 


gallows, 
Tbe piece >vaa pompared with 


that used to strangle Jefferson and it 
matched perfectly. 


Williams, wbo is short and dark, an- 


swera the denontlon of tbe man who at- 
tempted to stop Jefferson ten days be- 
fore he was murdered. Che dead man 
saw his assailant a few days later and 
pointed him ont to a daughter, Mrs. 
Elwood Hughes. As far as can be learn- 
ed Mrs. Hagbes was not given a chanoe 
to Identify Williams today. 


Witnesses Lnve also been fonnd who 


saw tbo three prisoners in one of the 
barrooms visited by Jefferson tbe night 
he was murdered. Efforts are also being 
mada to prove tbat they are the same 
three nien who attempted to rob Isaac 
Pettlt » few nights before tbe mnrder.

School Director Makes Dispassionate 


Statement Regarding School Affairs 


and Answers Rev. Johnston. 


Mr. Editor—During the past three 


weeks several letters have appeared 
in our local papers, touching 
upon 


matters relating to our public schools. 
These letters were written as the 
result of an article which appeared 
In the Gaaette under the name of Rev. 
W. T. Johnston, in which certain char- 
ges were made against the school 
board on account of Its unwillingness 
at this time, to open a night school. 
As so much bad feeling has been en- 
gendered by the letters, the writer 
thougut that perhaps a simple dis- 
passionate statement of school condi- 
tions as thty really exist, might be 
appreciated by the large majority of 
our citizens who are interested In the 
growth 
and 
development 
of 
our 
schools 


FIXING THE TAX RATH. 


Tho 
crowded 
condition 
of 
our 


schools during the past two years, 
has made necessary the erection of i 
new school building. 
Knowing that 


a large Increase in the tax rate would 
be necessary, the board 
has 
been 


holding hack the project and gradual- 
ly lessening its preuent bonded In- 
debtedness, so that the burden upon 
the property owners would he as light 
as possible, when the time came to 
build. Just prior to the end of the 
fiscal year 1907, the board appointed 
a committee to inquire into Its finan- 
cial condition and to approximate the 
receipts and expenditures for the next 
fiscal year. This committee made R 
full and complete report at the fol- 
lowing meeting of the board when it 
was found that by the strictest econ- 
omy the board would 
run 
behind 


about $1,500.00 on the present tax 
rate of 60c 
The board, 
however, 


would receive an Increase In the state 
appropriation at the beginning ot the 
fiscal year 1908, which would help to 
make up the deficit of this year if the 
tax rate wad maintained at the pres- 
ent rate, \\ith a desire to guard the 
interests of Ihe tax payers, the com- 
mittee recommended that the tax rate 
be fixed at the old rate of 60c. 


NIGHT SCHOOL PETITION 


At this same meeting a petition was 


received from Mr Johnston 
asking 


the board to open a night school. Its 
reception was a source of embarrass- 
ment to the board, and meant an in- 
crease in the tax rate if the wishes 
of the petitioners were complied with. 
While the matter was under discus- 
sion and tSe board was wondering 
what Mr. Johnston's attitude would be 
if the facts in the case were present- 
ed to him, Mr. Wear arose and said 
that he would go around and see Mr. 
John&ton, and try to persuade him to 
withdraw the petition, and hy his vol- 
untary action, is to be commended 
for doing what he could to relieve the 
board of its embarrassing 
position. 


The board proceeded with Its regular 
business and when Mr Wear return- 
ed, he reported that Mr. 
Johnston 


would not withdraw the petition, but 
that he, Mr Wear, would recommend 
that a committee be 
appointed 
to 


wait on Mr. Johnston and perhaps a 
compromise could he affected. 
The 


Board acted upon the recommenda- 
tion of Mr. Wear and appointed a com 
mittee consisting of Messrs.

meetings ol the board, Mr. Johnston's 
wife was removed to a hospital and 
the committee was disinclined to trou-

of the board, the possible deficit which 
would exist at the end of the year and 
our-desire, wholly In the Interest of 
the tax payers, to keep the tax rate 
at the same figure as last year. We 
differed upon the, question of expense 
of running a night school. 
I said 


the board interpreted the school law 
to mean, that a new teacher as thor- 
oughly Qualified as a day teacher, 
would have to be employed. Mr. John- 
ston thought that the day teachers 
could be used by the payment of ad- 
ditional compensation. 
He promised 


to inquire into the manner of con- 
ducting the Philadelphia night schools 
and let me know, but as yet I have 
heard nothing from him in reference 
to the matter.

COMMITTEE REPORTS TO THE 


BOAED. 


At the next meeting of the board, 
the committee mado a full report of 
their conversation vith Mr. Johnston. 
No action was taken, the board con- 
cluding to wait until it was ascer- 
ta'ned what course would be taken by 
Mr Johnston 
The board knew that 


it could be forced to open a night 
school and that the tax payers would 
have to pay for it, but we thought that 
Mr. Johnston as a public spirited citi- 
zen, now that the matter had been 
fully explained to him, would not em- 
harass the board by forcing the is- 
sue, hut would subordinate his person- 
al views regarding the necessity of H 
night school, to the broader view of 
meeting the more serious problems of 
providing accommodations for the day 
pupils, with the least possible burden 
to the tax payers. Mr. Johnston look- 
ed at the matter from the standpoint 
of the children who were deprived of 
the opportunity of acquiring an edu- 
cation in the day school and was 
prompted by a desire to improve their 
condition. 
The school board had just 


as much sympathy for the children 
who are deprived of advantages in 
securing an education as anyone else, 
but unlike Mr. Johnston they had the 
tax payers end to look after. 
Both 


were right in their desires, but the 
board felt that the problem which 
they were solving in the matter of a 
new school building was of first Im- 
portance to the tax payers, and was 
therefore the paramount issue. With 
the erection of a new building 
a 


night school could be provided for 
and the unfortunate ones given ample 
opportunity to acquire an education. 
BOARD MUST CONTROL NIGHT 


SCHOOL. 


The board realizes that the com- 


promise proposition suggested by Mr. 


board. 
Men who would have been 


glad to have enlightened him on the 
subject ot schools, and men wto would 
bave protected his interests as they 
would their own 
Even now when he 


has insulted them hy his unkind char- 
ges, they have only sorrow .to ex- 
press and believe "that to err is hu- 
man, to forgive divine." 


THE STATE APPROPRIATION 
Mr. Johnston charged 
the 
board 


with the misuse of the state funds, 
and claimed that the mon-jy received 
by the board on that part of the as- 
sessors' report covering the children 
in the mill, about J500 belonged to 
those children, and should be used 
for their education in a night school 
This statement is entirely wrong, and 
In order that our citizens may thor- 
oughly understand it, I will try to 
make it as plain as possible 
The 


state appropriates a certain sum for 
the support of the 
public 
schools 


This amount is paid to the vaiious 
school boards throughout the State 
for the general purpose of supporting 
the common schools. 
The cost 
of 


conducting a night school mnst be 
met hy the taxpayers In the locality 
where the school is opened 
The law 


specifically mentions this and from 
it there is no appeal. But in the dis- 
tribution only of the State appropria- 
tion is where the mill children figure. 
In a spirit of equity and justice the 
state distributes its appropriation in 
three different ways 
First, the ap- 


prop-iation is divided into three parts, 
and one third is distributed on the 
basis of the number of taxables or 
voters in a distiict 
Secondly, a third 


more Is distributed on the basis of 
the number of teachers employed in 
the schools, and thirdly, the last third 
Is distributed on the basis 
of 
the 


children on .the assessor's books 
It 


is quite true that the State Is sup- 
posed to pay the board a proportion- 
ate share of one-thlid of the appro- 
priation which is distributed on the 
basis of the number of children on 
the assessors' books, but they only 
figure In it so far as an equitable dis- 
tribution of the funds Is concerned 
and in compliance with the law o! 
the State which has 
adopted 
this 


method of distribution, In order that 
Bristol and all other towns may get 
a just proportion of the appropriation 


AN ILLUSTRATION 


Let me suppose a case. 'Bristol Is 


government of a night school, It only 
Insists upon the teaching of those 
branches Included in the 
common 


school course, It will be readily seen 
that the d'/mands for a night school 
are not as Imperative now aa they 
once were, when the Stato was less 
intei ested in the welfare of the child- 
ren. 
It is fair to presume, that un- 


dei tho present healthy conditions, In 
a few years the old law treating upon 
night schools, which was adopted to 
meet the wants of previous >exlst- 
ing conditions, will become obsolete 
and inoperative, because, all that in 
former years was hoped to be ac- 
complished through a night school Is 
now being amply and splendidly pro- 
duced in the operation of the day 
schools 
The school board Is doing 


Us utmost to enforce the State law 
and if the children of our town fail 
to acquire the benefits coming from 
a common school ot high school edu- 
catin the fault is not with the board. 
As an evidence of the Intention of the 
board In carrying out the compulsory 
education act, you have only to look 
at the work o( the truant officer. 
Month before last he inquired into 
the non-attendance of fifty pupils, 
forty-seven of whom, were back In 
the schools before the end ot the 
month, and upon the case of two 
others the board took summary ac- 
tion, with the result, that the child- 
ren are now regular In their attend- 
ance. Last month twenty pupils were 
looked up by the truant officer. 


What is wanted in Bristol, 
more 


than a night school, Is the co-opera- 
tion of the parents in assisting the 
board to educate their children. The 
State may enact laws compelling the 
rt-.i'dic-' tn (.'(""•! school, tbe board 
may adopt a cmilculum that \\ill of- 
fer to the child opportunities which 
are unlimited, the teachers may work 
and slave and sacrifice time and pa- 
tience in the interest of the children, 
but without the co-operation of the 
parents, together with the home en- 
couragement, all efforts will be 
In 


vain. Often a bright child -will lag be-

Johnston could not be considered he- 
cause it would border on sectarian- 
ism. If a public night school is to be 
started hi Bristol, and paid for out 
of the tax-payers money, 1* must be 
under the complete control and direc- 
tion of the Board of Directors, and 
on account p,f the non-sectarian char- 
acter of the schools, the "board could 
not permit any 'minister to have any- 
thing to do with it. This is not in- 
tended as a hit at Mr. Johnston, hut 
is a fact which should be known; for 
the board would be open to censure 
should it pursue any other course. 
Mr. Johnston is to be commended for 
his thoughtful consideration of the 
children who would 
appreciate 
a 


night school, but when it is under- 
stood that while about 
$14,000 
to 


school taxes are raised annually in 
Bristol, that only about 1-12 of that 
amount, or $1,200 Is payed by the non- 
property owners, and that a great 
part of the property owners'" tax la 
paid by men whose savings ot a life 
time are represented la their little 
homes, the public in general will con- 
cede the justice of the board's po- 
sition In Its claims, that the people 
who pay the bulk of the money for 
the support of the schools are wor- 
thy of first consideration In a mat 


composed of five wards and suppose 
that each ward had its own school 
building and looked after the educa- 
tion of its children. Borough Coun- 
cil Is about to make its annual ap- 
propriation .to the schools and the 
question arises as to how if shall be 
distributed.

the Third ward lias the most teachers 
and I think that the distribution of 
the appropriation should

based 


upon the number of teachers employ- 
ed. Mr. D, of the Fifth ward arises 
and in his diplomatic way reasons out 
a solution of the problem by suggest- 
ing that the distilbution of the appro- 
priation be based upon all three sug- 
gestions, that it be divided into three 
parts, one third to be distributed upon 
the basis of the number of voters in 
the wards, which action would please 
Mr. A., another third he distributed 
upon the basis of the number of child- 
ren, on the assessors' lists, 
which 


would satisfy Mr. B, and the 
last 


third be distributed on the basis of. 
the teachers employed in the differ- 
ent wards which would be a source 
of gratification to Mr. C. Mr. D sits 
down amid the plaudits of the assem- 
bled spectators and his recommenda- 
tion is unanimously adopted 
It will 


be seen by this Illustration that the 
children only figure in the matter 
sa far as the equitable distribution of 
the apporpriatlon is concerned. The 
money would be appropriated for the 
general support of the ward schools, 
provision would be made for the edu- 
cation of all the children, but If the 
parents or children fall to accept the 
opportunities Offered by the schools, 
the blame could not be placed upon 
the schools nor could it be claimed 
that a portion of the appropriation be- 
longed to those, who had voluntarily 
rejected the opportunities offered by 
the schools. So it is with the State. 


THE STATE'S JURISDICTION 
The State claims jurisdiction over 


the child in the matter of Its educa-" 
tion. The rights of the State are par- 
amount to the rights of the parent 
The State commands that all child- 
ren within the Commonwealth shall 
attend either public or private schools 
between the ages of 6 and 16 years, 
with certain, 
provisions 
regarding 


their non-attendance between the ages 
of 14 and 16 years. Parents are pow- 
erless to oppose this law, for if it 
Is violated and prosecution of the 
parents Is inadequate, then the State 
takes the child from the parents and 
places it in some reform school and 
the town or district from which the 
child is taken must pay ofr its tui- 
tion. The State appropriates money 
for the support of the common schools 
and as the studies enumerated to be 
taught are embraced, in tbe primary, 
secondary and grammar grades, and, 
as by a coincidence, the State law 
since 1905 compels every child to at- 
tend school until It-is 14 years old 
and as the average child completes 
the common school course In eight 
years, being ready for 
tbe 
High 


of his school life, simply because of 
lack of home encouragement In tho 
preparation of liis lessons. 
Other 


ch'ldren are allowed to pursue a de- 
sultoiy attendance, which Is alike un- 
satisfactory to the teacher and the 
child, but the latter Is the one who 
sufferers and the parents are to blame. 
And so In the consideration of the 
night school question, let us not for- 
get that with the facilities and oppor- 
tunities offered in our day schools, 
together wltb the compulsory attend- 
ance of the children, between 
the 


ages of 6 and 16 years, and the kind- 
ly guardianship of the State, all our 
children should acquire a good edu- 
cation, and thus make' the 
mainten- 


ance of a night school unnecessary 
In the future.

Farewell to His Officers In 


New York Restored.

ASHINGTON'S farewell 
to 


Ills officers on Dec. 4, 1703, 
\\as one of the scenes in 
Ameilcan history tbat are 


suriounded 
with 
romantic interest 


The ceremony took place In the "long 
room" of the old Frnuucen' tavein in 
New York cltj and the one hundred 
and twenty-foui'th anniversary of the 
event wns recentlv obseived by ap- 
propriate exei t'ises, cli'ef nmoiig them 
being the foiuinl turning over of the 
building in which It occurred to Its 
present owucis, tbe New Yotk Biate 
branch of the Society of the Sons of 
the Devolution 


This historic tavern stands at the 


corner of Kroud and Pearl streets. It 
has been damaged by flre several times 
Unco Washington's flay and In the 
course of Ihu 
1 changes made In repair- 


ing it cunie to hme quite a different 
appearance from the tavern of 124 
years ugo TUP Sons of the Resolution 
acquired the ptoueity three years ago. 
and the society has sp«ut $[',0.000 In re- 
building the structure and making It 
as near!} as possible like it was In tho 
time of the Revolution, using tbe orig- 
inal bricks and timber for the most 
part and lolloping tbe pictures and 
descriptions of the tavern as It existed 
In the eighteenth century 
The prop- 


erty cost the society all told about 
$150.000 This pxpense was chiefly met 
through a bequest for the puipose 
fiom an «-pre:>icleut of the New York 
state hinnch of the Sous of the Revo- 
lution, I'l'cdcMLu S Tallmadge, and a 
memoilnl tubia reciting the fact of 
hlb patriotic lutL'K'^t in the preserva- 
tion ol the stimtme has been affixed 
to the c\leiior imd was unveiled on 
the 
letcMit lUMihersary of Washing- 


lou's lo:ue t.ilJug of his officers. An- 
other tnli'i-t «no unveiled In the "long 
room" be.irln^ the following record:

form Whan Hookad. 


If you have never seen a tarpon Im- 


agine the Mediterranean sardine that 
you take from the box for lunch 
lengthened out to six or seven feet 
Give It two enormous staring black 
eyes, a supercilious lip of tbe most 
grotesque shape coming down and 
twisting unt again, a month that can 
be thrown so wide open that thirty 
feet distant when the fish is In the air 
you caq see blue sky down Its throat 
aud out through tbe arcbed glUs. Give 
the fish a greenish back and a long 
spine at the dorsal, a powerful sardme- 
like tall and equip Its belly and sides 
with scales which look more like new- 
ly minted trade dollars than anything 
else, dollars often twice their natural 
size, Into which tbe purest molten sil- 
ver has been dropped, scales that flash 
thousands of rays In every direction, 
scales that gleam, corruscate and In 
the full glare of the sun form so many 
sunbursts to dazzle the eye and con- 
fuse the excited angler. 


I have taken the "sabalo" under va- 


rious circumstances and have seen It 
.leap along the outer Florida reef and 
down by the Rio Grande, where It 
forms In gigantic schools and moves 
south In winter, and everywhere It is 
the same sensational equilibrist, tbe 
same air climber and sky scraper when 
hooked or snared. What tbe sensations 
of the tarpon are when hooked It 
would be difficult to say, but I fancy 
it Is frightened and leaps .'n the direc- 
tion away from the pain center, and 
no two leaps are alike.

Cam Where Then Marine Monsters 


Havo Attacked Vessels. 


While cruising In the nouth seas the 


whaler Essei on Nor. 20, 1820, was fu- 
riously attacked by a cow sperm whale 
supposed to have been tbe mother of a 
calf which had just been harpooned. 
The whale had not been wounded her- 
self, and her attack was very deter- 
mined. 
A.t her first rash she passed 


under the Essex and carried away a 
great length of her false keel. Then, 
coming to the surface a considerable 
distance away, she appeared to take 
bearings and deliberately charged the 
vessel again, ramming her with such 
violence tbat she stove In the bows, 
while the ship rolled so heavily tbat 
the captain thought she must be dis- 
mantled. The case Is memorable be- 
cause the crew had to abandon the 
vessel, and one boat was never heard 
of again. 


A more singular Instance of a whale 


attacking a vessel occurred hi 1895. 
The singularity lies In the fact that In 
the case of the Handa I&Ie tbe attack 
was entirely unprovoked. This vessel, 
a brigantlne of 260 tons, was on her 
way to Sydney with a cargo of timber. 
On Aug. 24, about noon, a couple of 
sperm whales rose very close to tbe 
vessel and, while tbe crew watched 
them "sporting" across her bows, the 
pair suddenly slued around and came 
straight for her. One thought better 
of It and dived below the Handa Isle. 
The other struck ber fair and square 
on the beam, crushing In ber timbers. 
Having rammed the ship hi this reso- 
lute fashion It sheered off, terribly 
damaged about the head, and present- 
ly sank tall first 


Fortunately there were some pack- 


ages of rawhides on board, and the 
crew W«M. able to keep the vessel 
•float with the pumps until a rough 
and ready collision mat hid been fash- 
ioned ont of these and drawn over the 
leak.-Balley's Uagacme.
